PEACE PR08 PECTS. 
All humane people will rejoice that 
the prospect for peace between Russia 
and Japan may be considered as prob­ 
able. The terrible loss of life and 
sickening slaughter in 
the 
bat­ 
tles of far the east has caused 
throughout the civilized world much 
sorrow. 
After such 
advances for 
peace as have been made through the 
efforts of President Roosevelt and 
others it is not likely that hostilities 
willl again be renewed. At least so 
we may hope. 
The two billigerents have in terms 
accepted the President’s suggestion of 
direct negotiations between them. 
Now the q uestion arises where suoh 
negotiations shall take place. It is 
not 
surprising that differences of 
opinion are at first developed. Natur­ 
ally, Japan suggests London, the 
capital of her ally, and Russia sug­ 
gests Paris, the capital of her ally. 
But owing to the active efforts of 
President 
Roosevelt 
In 
securing 
propositions for peace it is now proba­ 
ble that Washington will be chosen as 
the place for settling the treaty . 
It is suggested that there is no as­ 
surance yet of peace, though we can 
hardly believe that after such a 
bloody war that nations would go as 
far as have Japan and Russia in the 
line of negotiations for peace without 
accomplishing the object of the pre­ 
liminary negotiations. 
Still we have, on the other hand, 
Russia’s reputed warnings that she 
“does not engage herself in advance 
to conclude peace .” President Roose­ 
velt did not ask her to do so, nor has 
Japan ground for expecting her to do 
ao.J What the President suggested 
was that Russia and Japan should 
“get together” in direct negotiations, 
and see if they could not make peace. 
That is what the two governments 
have agreed to do, and we have no 
doubt they will do it. 
Whether, 
when they have “got together,” they 
will suoceed in making peace 
is 
another q uestion. 
We have faith that peace will result 
froth the proposed conference. 
The man who is unmindful of the 
prospect of peaoe amomg nations has 
a sad touch of barbarism in his nature. 
War is very demoralizing to civiliza­ 
tion. The ignorant or vicious man 
who reads of battles, learns that em­ 
perors, kings and nations, may shoot 
and murder enemies by the thousand 
and beoome gloried for such crimes, it 
naturally occurs to him that he too 
may properly murder the man who 
has caused him a grievance.
